BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF NORTH DAKOTA:
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SECTION 1. Section 26.1-36-09.16 of the North Dakota Century Code is
created and enacted as follows:

26.1-36-09.16. Insulin drug cost-sharing limitations.

As used in this section:

a. Cost-sharing" includes copayments and coinsurance.
b. Insulin drug" means a prescription drug that contains insulin and is

used to treat a form of diabetes mellitus. The term does not include
an insulin pump. an electronic insulin-administering smart pen, or a
continuous glucose monitor, or supplies needed specifically for the
use of such electronic devices. The term includes insulin in the

following categories:

1 Rapid-acting insulin;
Short-acting insulin;

Intermediate-acting insulin;

Long-acting insulin;

Premixed insulin product;
Premixed insulin/GLP-1 RA product; and

EeeEERE

Concentrated human regular insulin.

c. "Pharmacy or distributor" means a pharmacy or medical supply
company, or other medication or medical supply distributor filling a
covered individual's prescriptions.

d. "Policy" means an accident and health insurance policy, contract, or

evidence of coverage on a group, individual, blanket, franchise, or
association basis.

An insurer may not deliver, issue, execute, or renew a policy that

provides coverage for an insulin drug unless the policy complies with this
section.

The policy must provide cost-sharing for up to a thirty-day supply of a
prescribed insulin drug which may not exceed twenty-five dollars per
pharmacy or distributor, regardless of the quantity or type of insulin drug
used to fill the covered individual's prescription needs.

A policy may not allow a pharmacy benefits manager or the pharmacy or

distributor to charge, require the pharmacy or distributor to collect, or

require a covered individual to make, a cost-sharing payment for a
covered insulin drug in an amount that exceeds the amount of the cost-

sharing payment for the prescribed insulin drugs under subsection 3.

Subsection 3 does not require a policy to implement cost-sharing and
does not prevent the implementation of cost-sharing in an amount less
than the amount specified under subsection 3. Subsection 3 does not
limit cost-sharing on an insulin pump, an electronic insulin-administering
smart pen, or a continuous glucose monitor. This section does not limit
whether a policy classifies an insulin pump, an electronic insulin-

administering smart pen, or a continuous glucose monitor as a drug or as
a medical device or supply.

SECTION 2. AMENDMENT. Subsection 2 of section 26.1-36.6-03 of the
North Dakota Century Code is amended and reenacted as follows:
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2. The following health benefit provisions applicable to a group accident and
health insurance policy under chapter 26.1-36 apply to a self-insurance
health plan and are subject to the jurisdiction of the commissioner:
26.1-36-06, 26.1-36-06.1, 26.1-36-07, 26.1-36-08, 26.1-36-08.1,
26.1-36-09, 26.1-36-09.1, 26.1-36-09.2, 26.1-36-09.3, 26.1-36-09.5,
26.1-36-09.6, 26.1-36-09.7, 26.1-36-09.8, 26.1-36-09.9, 26.1-36-09.10,
26.1-36-09.11, 26.1-36-09.12, 26.1-36-09.13, 26.1-36-09.14,
26.1-36-09.15, 26.1-36-09.16, 26.1-36-11, 26.1-36-12.2, 26.1-36-20,
26.1-36-21, 26.1-36-22, 26.1-36-23.1, and 26.1-36-43.

SECTION 3. APPLICATION. This Act applies to a policy delivered, issued,
executed, or renewed after June 30, 2021.

SECTION 4. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act becomes effective on July 1, 2021.

SECTION 3. APPROPRIATION - 2019-21 BIENNIUM - NORTH DAKOTA
STATE UNIVERSITY. There is appropriated out of any moneys in the general fund in
the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $474,657, or so much of
the sum as may be necessary, to North Dakota state university for litigation fees
relating to the A. Glenn Hill center project, for the period beginning with the effective
date of this Act, and ending June 30, 2021.

IMPROVEMENTS FUND - UNIVERSITY SYSTEM CAPITAL BUILDING FUND. The
office of management and budget shall transfer $19,000,000 from the strategic
investment and improvements fund to the university system capital building fund
during the period beginning with the effective date of this Act, and ending June 30,
2023, as requested by the commissioner of higher education.

institution may use its allocation of funds from the university system capital building
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fund for extraordinary repairs and deferred maintenance projects that do not
increase the overall square footage of a building. The state board of higher education

Tier lll capital building funds - Matching requirements.

The state board of higher education may allocate tier Ill capital building fund
moneys to an institution only after the institution provides two dollars of matching
funds from operations or other sources for each one dollar from the university

system capital building fund for the project. An institution may not use tier |
extraordinary repairs funding, tier Il capital building fund moneys, or state funding

appropriated for a specific capital project as matching funds under this section.

Capital building fund pool.

If the state board of higher education has not allocated capital building fund

moneys to an institution by January first of the third biennium after the funding was
appropriated or transferred to the fund, the board shall reallocate the funds to a pool
within the university system capital building fund. Any institution under the control of
the state board of higher education that has fully matched and committed its
university system capital building fund allocation may apply for and be allocated
funding from the capital building fund pool, subject to state board of higher education
approval and tier Il capital building fund matching requirements under this chapter.

SECTION 17. AMENDMENT. Section 54-44.1-11 of the North Dakota

54-44.1-11. Office of management and budget to cancel unexpended
appropriations - When they may continue. (Effective through July 31, 202142023)

Except as otherwise provided by law, the office of management and budget,
thirty days after the close of each biennial period, shall cancel all unexpended
appropriations or balances of appropriations after the expiration of the biennial
period during which they became available under the law. Unexpended
appropriations for the state historical society are not subject to this section and the
state historical society shall report on the amounts and uses of funds carried over
from one biennium to the appropriations committees of the next subsequent
legislative assembly. Unexpended appropriations for the North Dakota university
system are not subject to this section and the North Dakota university system shall
report on the amounts and uses of funds carried over from one biennium to the next
to subsequent appropriations committees of the legislative assembly. The chairmen
of the appropriations committees of the senate and house of representatives of the
legislative assembly with the office of the budget may continue appropriations or
balances in force for not more than two years after the expiration of the biennial
period during which they became available upon recommendation of the director of
the budget for:

1. New construction projects.

2. Major repair or improvement projects.
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3. Purchases of new equipment costing more than ten thousand dollars per
unit if it was ordered during the first twelve months of the biennium in
which the funds were appropriated.

4. The purchase of land by the state on a "contract for deed" purchase if the
total purchase price is within the authorized appropriation.

5. Purchases by the department of transportation of roadway maintenance
equipment costing more than ten thousand dollars per unit if the
equipment was ordered during the first twenty-one months of the
biennium in which the funds were appropriated.

6. Authorized ongoing information technology projects.

Office of management and budget to cancel unexpended
appropriations - When they may continue. (Effective after July 31, 20242023)
The office of management and budget, thirty days after the close of each biennial
period, shall cancel all unexpended appropriations or balances of appropriations
after the expiration of the biennial period during which they became available under
the law. Unexpended appropriations for the state historical society are not subject to
this section and the state historical society shall report on the amounts and uses of
funds carried over from one biennium to the appropriations committees of the next
subsequent legislative assembly. The chairmen of the appropriations committees of
the senate and house of representatives of the legislative assembly with the office of
the budget may continue appropriations or balances in force for not more than two
years after the expiration of the biennial period during which they became available
upon recommendation of the director of the budget for:

5. Purchases by the department of transportation of roadway maintenance
equipment costing more than ten thousand dollars per unit if the
equipment was ordered during the first twenty-one months of the
biennium in which the funds were appropriated.

6. Authorized ongoing information technology projects.

SECTION 18. AMENDMENT. Section 2 of chapter 53 of the 2019 Session
